B=2gT is this day Ordered and Ordained by 
FI the Lords and Commons aſſembled in 
29 Parliament, That 11ichael Biddulph, Mi- 
W chael Noble , Richard Pyot , Richard 
WM Swyufen, Zachary Babington, Eſquires ; 
y Henry Mot , Thomas Saxon, Richard 
Drafgate, Thomas Minors, T homas Ca- 
terbanch,, William Hamerſley of the City of Lichfield, 
Gent. do preſently Seize and Sequelter into their hands 
the Houſes, Rents, Revenues, Books, Deeds, Evidences, 
and all Writings and Records belonging to the Dean, Dean 
and Chapter, Canons, Prebendaries, Vicars Choral,Ofticers 
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© » . - or Miniſters belonging to the Cathedral Church of Zich- 
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field; As likewiſe all Moneys, Goods and'materials boughe 
of given, aad brought in to any place or perſon, for re- 
pairing or furniſhing of the ſaid Church, or otherwiſe ap- 


' pertaining thereunto, in whoſe hands ſoever the ſame re- 


maineth ; together with all Arrerages of Rents, Penſions, 
and Moneys duc, and not yet paid : And that out of the 
faid Revenues, Rents, Penſions and other Payments, and 
the Arrears thereof, they pay unto two ſuch able and god- 
ly Miniiters, appointed by the Committee of Plundred 


Miniſters, and approved by the Aſſembly of Divines, for: 


their preſent maintenance and encouragement, in Preach- 
ing the Word, and diſpencing the Sacraments and Ordi- 
nances in the ſeveral Congregations and Pariſhes within the 
ſaid City of Lichfield, the fum of Three hundred pounds 
per Annum-; (viz) t6 either of the ſaid two Minilters, 
the ſum of One hundred and hfty pounds per Annum, and 
ro be paid at. the end of every quarter of the year, The 
firſt payment to begin the Five A 

1648, and to continue during their natural lives : And alſo 
that they-do ſet ont and deliver unto the ſaid Miniſters ſo 
approved, two good and convenient dwelling-houſes, be- 
longing to the ſaid Dean, Dean and Chapter, Prebendaries 
and other Oihcers of the ſaid Cathedral, now Sequeltred, 
or tobe Sequeltred by reaſon of the Delinquency: of the 
owners thereof (to wit) to either of the ſaid Miniſters one 
houſe for his dwelling, well repaired and fitted for his uſe, 
with Backſiides, Gardens, and other their Appurtenances. 
And for the better execution of this Order, they the aid 
Michael Biddulph, Michael N »ble, Richard Pyot, Richard 
Swynfen, Zachary Babinoion, Henry Mot, Thomas Saxon, 
Richard Drafgate, Thomas Iinors, Thomas { aterbanck;, 
William Hamerſley, or the major part of them, are here- 
by authorized to conſticure. and 2ppoint ſuch Atliſtants, 
Deputies, Receivers, and other Ofticers, as they {hall finde 


requiſitean the-premiſes; and to ſend for. and examine all 
; ſuch 


twentieth day of March 
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ſich perfons as are concerned in the premills, a 


or Witneſſes ; and to call all Leafors, Leaſees, Tenants and 
under-Tenants of any of the Houſes, Lands, Tythes, or 
other Profirs whatſoever to the ſaid Dean, Dean and Cha- 
pter, and other Prebendaries, Vicars Choral, and Officers, 
belonging, to ſhew their ſeveral Counterpains of Leaſes, 
Leaſes or Deeds, and make it appear how they hold the 


' fame; And of all ſuch Writings, Leaſes, and other Deeds 


and ſnſtruments ſo ſhewed, they are authorized to demand 
copies, and to cauſe them to be fairly ingroſſed ina large 
Book for that purpoſe ; the ſaid Tenants and other perſons 
ſo ſhewing their (aid Leaſes, Deeds or Inſtruments, not be- 
ing compelled to pay above the ſum of Two ſhillings and 
{1x pence for the Tranfcribing and Recording of every ſuch 
Leaſe or Writing: And for the rel? of the neceſſary charges 
in and abcut the yremiſes, they (hall be allowed out of the 
faid Sequeltred Eitares. And to the end the ſaid City of 
Lichfield, 3nd ſeveral Patithes and Congregations therein 
may be the more cteAualiy provided of able Miniſters, 
and the ſaid Annual ſum of Three hundred pounds the more 
certainly paid as aforcſaid, Be it farther Ordained by the 
ſaid Lords and Commons in Parliament, and by Autho- 
rity of the ſame, ' hat a!l and every Farmer, Tenant,Lealee, . 
and every other perſon and perſons within the Kingdom 
of Ergland and Dominion of Wales, who do or ſhall 
owe, or ought to pay any Rents, Ifues, Fines, Herriots, 
Profits, {2mm or ſums of Money, or ought elſe reſerved upon 
any Leaſe, Covenant or Agreement to the ſaid Dean, Dean 
and Chapter, or other Prebendaries, Officers or Miniſters 
of the ſaid Cathecral Church in right thereof (except for 
the two twuſes and premiſes granted to the Miniſters as 
aforeſaid) ſhall from time to time pay the ſame, and all 
Arrerages thereof, unto the faid Michael Biddulph, CAi- 
chael Noble, Richard Pyot, Richard Swynfen, Zachary Ba- 
bingion, Herry Mot, Thomas Saxon, Richard Drafgate, 


Thomas Minors, Thomas Caterbanck,, William Hamer ſley, 
or « 
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to their Aﬀiſtants, or other perſon or perſons by them 
or any four of them authorized to reeeive the ſame, as 
it ſhall grow due, and to no other perſon or perſons what- 
ſever, in ſuch maner and form, and at ſuch time and plac 
as the ſaid Dean, Dean and Chapter, Prebendaries, Vicars 
Choral, and other Othcers, or any cne by them thereto 
authorized, hath formerly accuſtomed (or ought) to re- 
ceive the ſame ; And that the Acquittance of ſuch Recei- 
yer or Receivers thereof, under his or their Hand, ſhall be 
2 ſufficgent Diſcharge to every perſon ſo paying the ſame, 
againſt all other perſons whatſoever, Any Order, Cove-" 
nant, Grant, Proviſo, or other thing whatſoever, here- 
rofore Ordered, made, done, or pretended to the contrary 
notwith[tanding. And that the faid THichae! Biddulph, 
Michael Noble, Richard Pyot, Richard Swynfen, Zachary 
Babington, Henry Mot, Thomas Saxon, Richard Drafgate, 
Thomas Minors, Thomas Caterbanck_, William Hamerſley, 
and their Aſſiſtants, or the major part of them, ſhall here- 
by have and uſe the ſame and the like Power, Authority 
and Aſſiſtance, for and in the diſcovery, ſeizing and get- 
ring into their hands all and every the premiſes (except 
before excepted) as they are and ſhall become due, and 
all Arrerages thereof, as is granted by any Ordinance of 
Parliament of explanation thereof, to any other Seque- 
ſtrators, or Committee for Sequeſtrations of the Eſtates 
of Papilts, or-other Delinquents, as if the faid Aichae! 
Biddalph, Michael Noble, Richard Pyot, Richard Swynfen, 
Zachary Babington, Henry Mot, Thomas Saxon, Richard 
Dratgate, Thomas Minors, Thomas Caterbanck_, William 
Hamerſley , and their Aſſiltants and Receivers had been 
particularly named in fuch Ordinance or Explanation : 
And that out of the ſaid Rents, Iſſues, Revenues and Pro- 
firs, the Recciver or Treaſurer thereof for the time being, 
{hail pay unto the ſaid ewo Miniſters (ſo to be approved as 
aforeſaid) the Annual or yearly ſum of Three hundred 
pounds guarterly as aforeſaid, without further or other 
| Warrant 
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Warrant from any other perſon or perſons whatſoever, 
before the ſaid Receiver or TiWfurer iſſue or pay.out any 
other ſum or ſums of Moneys out of the premiſed Rents 
or Revenues, to any other perſon or perſons, for any other 
uſe, matter, cauſe or thing, or upon any other Order what- 
ſoever. And after the ſaid Three hundred pounds fo fatif- 
fied and paid, ſhall fatisfie, diſcharge and pay all ſuch other 
ſum and ſums of Money already given, granted, or other- 
wiſe due out of the ſame Rents, Iflues, Revenues and Pro- 
fits, or any. part thereof, as the ſame, and every of them 
ſhall become due and payable, and no otherwiſe. And 
foraſmnch as much of the ſaid Revenues and Profits are due 
and payable ont of ſeveral Counties within the —_— 
of England and Dominion of Wales, and from ſeveral per- 
fons in ſundry ſmall ſums, which arelikely tobe lolt (if a 
ſtri& courſe therein be not taken) All Judges of Aſſize, 
Jultices of Peace, Committees and Commiliinen of Par- 
liament in their ſeveral Counties, and other Officers and 
perſons within their ſeveral Precincts, are hereby required 
ro beayding and aſſiſting unto the ſaid Michael Biddnulph, 
Michael Noble, Richard Pyot, Richard SWynfen, Zachary 
Babington, Henry CMot,T homas Saxon, Richard Drafgate, 
Thomas Minors, Thomas ( aterbanck,, William Hamerſley, 
and their Afſiltants, and Receiver or Treaſurer, and to 
every of them, in the collefting and receiving thereof : 
And all and every perſon and perſons, that ſhall do any 
thing in obedience and purſuance of this preſent Ordinance, 
ſhall cherein be eſteemed to do an acceptable ſervice to the 
Kingdom, and have the proteRtion of both Houſes of Par- 
liament for their Indempnity. Ard if the ſaid Sequeltred 
Eſtates and Revenues , or any part thereof, ſhgl here- 
after be put into any other hands, then now they be put 
by this Ordinance, or otherwiſe aliened, ſold or diſpoſed 
of,” It is yet further Ordained by rhe” Anrhority” aforeſaid, 
That good and ſufficient proviſion ſhall be made in the 
paſſing and diſpoſal thereof, whereby the ſaid two goat 
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| Ners Qalland may, duri 43 lives, well and truly, by 

gray paym payments, MN ſaid yearly rnd ny by 

Three hundred pounds out of the ſaid Sequeſtred Eſtates 
and Revenues, = enjoy the houſes abovelaid, according 
to the true intent. and meaning of this preſent Ordinance, 
Any Order, AA or Ordinance made or to be made to the 
contrary hereof in any wiſe a "x, þ Provided, 
Thar nothing in this Ordinance ſhall extend to the levy- 
ing of any Arrears ducour of the Eſtates of Joby Earl of 
Rutland, or Sir Edvard Leech, two of the Tenants afore- 
faid, in regard of their ſufferings in their Eſtates by the 
Enemy during theſe Wars, nor to any vther of the faid 
Tenants; that ſhall make it appear to the Truſtees afore- 
mentioned, That their Arrears have been forced from them 
by the power of the Enemy.
